Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1938. 

The  estimated  population  is  now  29160  and  the  number 
of  inhabited  houses  6927.  The  Rateable  value  is  £100,837, 
and  a  Id.  rate  produces  £374.  The  area  (in  acres)  is  2467. 

The  chief  industry  of  the  district  is  the  mining  and 
export  of  coal.  There  is  a  small  amount  of  agriculture,  and 
a  small  amount  of  timber  is  imported. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  the  birth  rate  was  16.9, 
which  is  slightly  lower  than  the  County  rate  of  17.1.  The 
death  rate,  10.6,  is  lower  than  the  County  rate  of  11.6. 
The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  66.6.  Last  year  it  was  82  9, 
and  for  the  year  was  61  for  the  administrative  County.  The 
zymotic  death  rate  was  .3  and  the  County  .37. 

Infectious  Disease. 

66  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  and  65  of  these  were 
removed  to  hospital,  5  died.  During  the  year  under  review 
2,640  children  were  innoculated  against  this  disease.  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  more  people  have  not  availed  themselves  of 
this  service.  60  cases  of  scarletina  were  notified  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  97  cases  in  1937.  It  was  of  a  mild 
type  and  there  were  no  deaths.  During  the  year  56  cases  of 
pneumonia  were  notified,  2  more  than  in  1937.  17  deaths 

from  this  disease  occurred.  There  were  26  deaths  in  1937.  * 
This  is  a  very  infectious  and  fatal  disease,  for  which  adequate 
hospital  accommodation  should  be  provided.  At  present  this 
accommodation  is  inadequate.  All  the  cases  were  treated  at 
their  own  homes. 
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Hospitals. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  your  Council  decided  to 
close  tne  Isolation  Hospital  on  Princess  Road.  Considerable 
difficulties  were  encountered  in  obtaining  accommodation  in 
other  hospitals,  and  in  some  instances  accommodation  had  to 
be  found  outside  the  County  boundaries.  The  only  hospital 
now  in  your  area  is  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Seaham 
Hall,  which  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

Housing. 

93  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  the  Council, 
and  7  by  private  enterprise. 

While  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  recent 
years  in  providing  healthy  housing  conditions,  the  position 
still  remains  unsatisfactory.  In  an  Urban  district  where  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  is  available  in  pipes  in  every  street, 
it  does  not  appear  to  me  to  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to 
provide  for  a  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  in  each  dwelling, 
and  any  dwelling  not  so  provided  is  not,  in  my  opinion, 
suitable  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year  under  review  sinks  and  water  were  intro¬ 
duced  into  51  houses.  A  large  number  of  houses  in  your 
area  which  are  of  substantial  construction  are  at  present  quite 
unfit  for  habitation  owing  to  the  prevailing  custom  of  letting 
them  in  one  and  two  room  tenancies.  If  the  owners  of  these 
houses  do  not  remedy  this  defect  by  converting  these  into  self- 
contained  flats  with  modern  amenities,  or  letting  them  as  self- 
contained  single  houses  after  bringing  them  up  to  modern 
requirements,  the  only  remedy  will  be  their  total  demolition. 
While  some  owners  are  willing  to  bring  their  property  up  to 
modern  requirements,  they  are  faced  with  the  difficulty  of 
finding  accommodation  for  their  tenants  while  the  work  is 
being  carried  out.  I  would  again  suggest  that  a  number  of 
your  Council  houses  be  made  available  for  this  purpose. 

Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  relieve  overcrowding 
as  there  are  still  a  large  number  of  cases  to  be  dealt  with. 

Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

On  account  of  the  housing  activities  in  the  district  a  new 
sewage  scheme  was  initiated. 
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Camping  Site. 

The  only  camp  in  your  district  is  that  of  the  National 
Council  of  Social  Service,  which  contains  320  beds,  and  is 
occupied  in  summer  by  school  children  and  in  winter  by  boys 
and  girls  from  the  Junior  Instruction  Centres. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

26  shops  were  visited  and  requests  for  necessary  altera¬ 
tions  were  complied  with. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  of  nuisances 
caused  by  smoke  from  Modern  Fuels,  Ltd.,  and  from  New 
Seaham  Brickworks,  and  also  from  coal  dust  from  Colliery 
sidings.  All  possible  measures  have  been  taken  to  remedy 
these  defects  except  the  closing  down  of  the  collieries  and 
works,  which  would  be  the  only  effective  real  remedy.

The  number  of  births  registered  was  495,  which  is  37  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  births  259  were  male  and 
286  female,  and  11  were  illegitimate. 

The  birth  rate  was  16.9 

The  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Durham  for 
1938  was  17*1,  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  15.1. 


DEATHS. 

311  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  this  district  occurred. 
Of  these  1 68  were  male  and  143  female.  The  mortality  rate 
was  10.6.  The  mortality  rate  for  the  Administrative  County 
lor  1938  was  11.6,  and  that  for  England  and  Wales,  11.6. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  accidents  or  diseases  of  parturition 
and  pregnancy. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate.— The  following  deaths 
occurred  from  zymotic  diseases: — Diarrhoea,  3;  Scarlet  Fever,  0; 
Diphtheria,  5  ;  Whooping  Cough,  1 — total  of  9,  which  gives  a 
rate  of  0.3  as  compared  with  0.37  for  the  County  of  Durham. 
The  highest  recorded  rate  for  this  area  was  4.4  in  1894. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Infantile  Modality  rate  is  calculated  by  the  number 
of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  infants  born  alive. 

88  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  occurred. 
This  gives  a  rate  of  82  9.  The  rate  for  the  Administrative 
County  of  Durham  was  71,  and  was  214  in  1897,  and  196  in 
1911  in  your  own  district.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  DURING 
THE  YEAR. 

The  following  diseases  have  been  notified:  —  Diphtheria,  66; 
scarlet  fever,  60;  erysipelas,  13;  pneumonia,  56;  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  44;  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  19;  puerperal 
sepsis,  2;  enteric  fever,  0  ;  cerebro  spinal  fever,  4 — a  total  of 
261  as  compared  with  288  in  1937. 

Diphth  eria.  — 66  cases  were  notified,  and  65  admitted 
to  hospital.  5  deaths  occurred.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free 
of  charge  to  the  practitioners  in  the  area,  and  I  cannot  too 
strongly  emphasise  the  importance  of  its  early  administration. 

Scarlet  Fever.— -60  cases  were  notified.  45  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Measles.  —  This  disease  was  again  epidemic  in  a  mild 
type.  No  death  occurred. 

Tuberculosis.  —  44  cases  of  pulmonary  and  19  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified.  All  cases  are  sent 
to  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Sunderland.  All  deaths 
from  this  disease  were  notified. 

Smallpox. — No  case  occurred. 

Whooping  Gough  was  prevalent  in  a  mild  form. 
One  death  occurred.  Children  with  this  disease  should  not  be 
sent  to  school.

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Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home.— 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  there  are  three 
Nursing  Associations  in  the  area.  They  are  affiliated  with  the 
Durham  County  Nursing  Association.  Five  nurses  are  em¬ 
ployed  who  are  doing  much  valuable  work. 

Midwi  V0S. — There  are  7  midwives  practising  in  the 
area.  They  are  subsidised  by  Durham  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — The  only 
treatment  centre  in  the  district  is  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  which  was  opened  in  January,  1921.  It  is 
situated  on  a  convenient  site  in  Londonderry  Load,  and  consists 
of  a  waiting  room,  consulting  room,  weighing  room,  and  a  room 
for  dental  treatment,  with  a  shed  for  perambulators.  The 
centre  has  been  well  attended. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — -There  is  a  motor  ambu¬ 
lance  for  infectious  cases,  and  two  motor  ambulances,  each 
capable  of  taking  two  patients,  for  accidents  and  non-infectious 
cases. 

Laboratory  Work.— Arrangements  have  been  made 
by  the  Durham  County  Council  with  the  Newcastle  College 
of  Medicine  for  pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations. 
Local  practitioners  have  taken  advantage  of  these  arrangements 
in  suspected  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  diphtheria. 

Adoptive  Acts. — The  Public  Health  Acts  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1890  (Parts  II  and  III,  adopted  1894),  and  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Parts  II,  III,  IV,  and  VI, 
adopted  1909),  are  in  force  m  the  district. 

Byelaws.— The  following  are  in  force  in  the  district  :  —

51  houses  taps  and  sinks  provided. 
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702  informal  written  notices  were  served  by  the  Inspector 
for  the  following  insanitary  conditions.  The  nuisances  were  all 
abated.

Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

I  beg  to  report  that  the  number  of  ships  inspected  by  the 
Medical  Officer  was  10,  and  that  37  were  inspected  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  The  conditions  were  found  satisfactory. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  board  a  ship. 

The  quarantine  station  is  situated  in  the  south-east  corner 
of  the  south  dock,  and  it  lias  been  arranged  that  any  ship 
arriving  with  illness  on  board  will  be  at  once  reported  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  and  no  person  permitted  to  leave  the  ship  until 
they  have  been  inspected.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  cleansing  of  vermin¬ 
ous  persons  and  their  belongings.  Infected  articles  would  be 
disinfected  at  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  erection  of  a  steam 
disinfecting  apparatus  is  considered  too  expensive  at  the  present 
time. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
Dy  the  Durham  County  Council.  There  are  few  rats  at  the 
dock,  or  on  board  the  ships  trading  with  the  port,  as  there 
is  no  grain  imported. 

The  exports  consisted  of  coal  and  coke.  The  imports  con¬ 
sisted  of  cargoes  of  timber. 

The  principal  ports  with  which  trade  is  carried  on  are 
London,  Dover,  Ipswich,  Aberdeen,  Copenhagen,  Christiania, 
Rouen,  Stockholm,  Antwerp,  and  Hamburg. 

The  following  regulations  have  been  made  between  your  Council 
and  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  regarding  the 
Mooring  Station  in  the  South  Dock.
